Of this number eight 
stood trial and were all convicted; twec- 
tr-one plead guilty, five forfeited their 
bonds, one fled to Canada, and indict- 
ments ate dismissed as to the rest. Four 
were sent to Sing Sing, two for five years 
each, and two for two years each, and 
eleven were sent to other penitentiaries. 
Pines wer<» imposed and collected to the 
amount of 94800, which was generally 
paid by party leaders, as many of those 
convicted were too poor to pay dnetc 
Bonds to the amount of 810,600 were 
forfeited. Some of the oases have gone 
over to the n*xt term of court. Nearly 
all the scoundrels were election offioera 
belonging to Tammany,ana did their work 
in tb» 1st, 2J, Si, 4-b, 7ib, 8:1), 10th, ICth 
and 22d districts m the city. 


It is eimply awful that men who be- 


long tu a party that is always prating 
abont par ty in politics will resort to 
such frauds to help the party win elec- 
tions. So long as the--e frauds are en- 
couraged by party leaders and by the re- 
peal of election laws intended to secure 
fair flections; so long as there remains a 
civilization that encourages or condones 
the debauching of the ballot box—the 
only place the people have of giving 
force to oar form of government—so 
long will oar institutions be in danger. 


It behooves every good citizen to dis- 


courage frauds of ev. ry character at the 
polls, and when any man, no matter 
what his previous standing may have 
been, is detected in enoh crime?, he 
should ba prosecuted to the bitter end.

It is still an article of faith, not only 


in, India, but in all lands 
where 


monkeys go in packs, that they have a 
king, laws and language, of course. 
Saving the first item, and duly limit- 
ing the others, the belief is sound, no 
doubt 
But Iben Batuta tells us, on 


the authority of "pious persons" he 
met in India, that the king lives in 
state. Tour noblemen always attend 
him with rods m tlieir hands, and 
cooks serve him on their knees. Niki- 
tin, the Russian traveler of the fi 
century, gives more details. The king 
has a train of '"armed 
followers. 


When 
a 
subject 
is caught 
he 


contrives to send a message to 'the 
sovereign, who forthwith dispatches 
an 
army. "And when they come 


to the town they pull down the houses 
and beat the people; and their armies, 
it Is said, are many." This is not quite 
so ridiculous as it looks, for the sacred 
apes that frequent an Indian village 
will really gather to avenge an injury, 
and it is a common practice with them 
to destroy the hut when angered. But 
it may have occurred to Nikitin that 
his statement was too broad. He ex- 
plains, therefore, how monkeys are 
caught with impunity. They hare a 
great many children, "and when a 
child is unlike its fajf> and mother 
it is thrown out csff**-' W(fb. road. 
Thus they are ta&I by the Hindoos, 
who teach them every sort of handi- 
craft, or sell them at night, that they 
may not find their way home." He 
mentions also that at Shabar, which 
appears to have been somewhere near 
Madras, people dare not travel at 
night in the woods for fear of monkeys 


down; but if there be a foundation of 
truth in the legend, it is curious. We 
are not aware that any Indian apes at 
this day will attack a passer by unless 
gravely provoked. But there are plenty 
elsewhere that will. 


When diamonds were first discovered 


in South Africa, Europeans flocking to 
that thinly peopled region became 
aware of an annoyance, not to say dan- 
ger, which they had not reckoned 
among the chances of the journey. 
Many a lonely kloof was frequented 
by a tribe of apes, which dwelt among 
the rocks above, and descended to feed 
—many do still, no doubt, but not on 
the beaten tracks. In summer weather 
diggers camped out and started at sun- 
rise, rested during the heat, and re- 
sumed 
In 
the late afternoon—the 


feeding 
times. 
As often as not 


the big male apes gathered prompt- 
ly to defend the pass. We never 
heard of a serious accident on au- 
thority, though plenty are reported. 
The brutes are not less formidable In 
appearance than in fact, and when, at 
a flight of stones, they charge, roar- 
ing and screaming, travelers are rarely 
so stupid as to face them. In 1871 
there was a defile in the district of 
Albania which had been closed by apes 
for several years. Neither Boers nor 
English settlers willingly assail them, 
owing, we understand, to a belief that 
they avenge themselves upon the crops 
of the aggressor. Unless Mr. Mans- 
field Parkyns exaggerated the intelli- 
gence and discipline of their kinsfolk 
in Abyssinia this notion is not so ab- 
surd—if, as is always probable, the ag-

they dig for it with their hands, one 
relieving another if the work be pro- 
longed. 
Leopards are the great 


enemy, but they seldom dare attack a 
full-grown animal. This species is not 
so pugnacious as the South African, 
perhaps because food is more abun- 
dant, and they are more familiar with 
human beings.

In all proba- 
bility had a shot been fired a mob 
would have quickly formed that would 
have captured the governor before offi- 
cial assistance could have rescued him. 


At 6 o'clock the intelligence that the 


governor had called upon Gen. Me- 
Cook to preserve the peace settled all 
fears of a contest between the militia 
and the police backed by as fearless a 
lot of deputies sworn in by the sheriff 
a» could possibly be gathered together. 


"Soapy" .Smith's crowd of sports had 


been sworn in as deputies, and they 
were placed at the hall to await orders. 
From 2 o'clock until long after dark a 
dense mass of humanity was packed in 
front of the city hall and upon the 
streets adjacent. They cheered and 
chaffed and joked, yet did not hesitate 
to express indignation at the situation. 


On Fourteenth street the first regi- 


ment of the Colorado national guards 
stood flanking the Chaffee light artil- 
lery, consisting of four Gatling- guns, 
•with caissons filled with solid shot, 
grape and cnnnister and Gatling am- 
munition. Their position commanded 
the entire front of the hall, and at one 
time the militia was in motion to attack 
the hall, when the arrival of Secretary 
Lorenz with a message from the gov- 
ernor stayed the attack. This was for 
a half hour's delay to permit another 
conference looking towards a settle- 
ment. 


When the United States troops were 


called out the most intense excitement 
prevailed 
All sorts of rumors floated 


about. The sheriff issued an order to 
arrest the militia and take their arms 
away. A friend of the deposed mem- 
bers of the fire and police board went 
out of the city hall to apply for a war- 
rant to arrest the governor. 


Death Before Surrender. 


Committees of the most influential 


citizens were arguing with the board, 
with the militia, with the governor, 


• and with the police, but nothing was 


accomplished. The governor declared 
he would order the militia to fire upon 
the city hall regardless of the crowds 
of spectators nn<l the police board 
within as stolidly maintained their po- 
sition to resist attack. 
The police 


stood with guns in hand ready to 
charge 
if necessary, and Chief of 


Police Stone said he would die before 
he would surrender. 


Meanwhile business was practically 


suspended, and the crowds gathered 
on every corner and upon the tops of 
adjacent buildings 
The Governor'* Rqqugat for Arbitration 
R'fusacl. 


Soon after (I o'clock Chief of Police 


Stone received a telephone message 
from Gen MeCook stating that he had 
ordered troops from Fort Logan to 
protect the chief and aid him m nie- 
serving order. Soon after T. M. Pat- 
terson asked, on behalf of the gov- 
ernor, for a committee of arbitration, 
but the city hall people declined the 
offer, saying that they had made a sim- 
ilar offer earlier in the day and it had 
been refused 
Then attorneys for the 


governor made a similar request, and 
it was also declined. 


It was not until this morning- that 


the people realized the extent of the 
trouble and the determination of Gov. 
Waite to have his way regardless of 
.courts and the counsel of wiser heads. 
When they read in the morning papers 
that he had ordered out the militia, 
they were loath to believe even then 
^hat any trouble of a serious nature 
would ensue. lint as the day passed 
J^M fears of all began to rise. 
Curlom Spectator* Beffln to Assemble. 


About 9 o'clock this morning curious 


spectators began to assemble around 
the eity hall building, and by 11 o'clock 
Larimer and Fourteenth streets, for a 
block in each direction, were literally 
blockadedPwith a seething mass of hu- 
manity. The crowd was orderly and 
good natured, however, and no, dis- 
turbances of any kind occurred. Cu- 
riosity alone appeared to be the mo- 
tive of the assemblage and "What is

Waite, rely ing on the disposition of tha 
supreme court in the first case, did not 
ask of the courts how to proceed. He 
declared that the members had vio- 
lated their trust by placing special po- 
licemen at gambling houses contrary 
to law, and he appointed two new mem- 
bers.
